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Title of the Invention: METHOD FOR PRODUCING SEALED CONTAINERS 
Claim: 

Method for producing a sealed container, comprising the steps of: 
preparing a paper-made tube having a definite height and external diameter, a 

covering tube made from heat shrinkage film, and a bottom lid made of waterproofing 

material, 

fitting said bottom lid into one opening portion of said paper-made tube, 
inserting said paper-made tube into said covering tube, 
shrinking said covering tube with heating. 

Excerpt of Detailed Description of the Invention 

The present invention relates to a method for producing a sealed container with 
attaching a heat shrinkage plastic film to the outer surface of paper-made tube. 

Before the sealed container is produced, a paper-made tube 1, a covering tube 2 
made from heat shrinkage film, and a bottom lid 3 made of waterproof material are prepared, 
the tube 1 having a definite height and an external diameter, the tube 2 being relatively 
higher than the tube 1 and being slightly smaller in internal diameter than the external 
diameter of the tube 1, the lid 3 being an approximately the same in external diameter as that 
of the tube 1 . 

The tube 1 may be the commercial product in public, and the heat shrinkage film 
may be the film made of polyvinyl chloride, polypropylene, polyethylene or the like. The 
internal diameter of the tube 2 is slightly larger than the external diameter of the tube 1, 
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where the difference between the internal diameter and the external diameter is set in 
accordance with the heat shrinkage rate of the tube 2. 

Then the lid 3 is fited to an opening portion la of the tube 1. As shown in Fig. 2, 
the lid 3 has brim portion 3a and the main body portion 3b. The body portion 3b is slightly 
tapered off to facilitate the fitting. The lid 3 may be used with the fitting to the opening 
portion of the tube 1 and the shape of the lid 3 is not limited to the embodiment. 

Then the tube 1 is inserted to the tube 2 so that the tube 1, which is fitted the lid 3, is 
covered with the tube 2 (Fig. 2). 
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
